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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The applicant 
representative, Jay M. Finkelstein agreed to the following changes without prejudice. 
In the claims: 

In the claim 5, line 9, the words "potion" has been changed to - - portion - - ;

line 17, the phrase "sufficient for" has been changed to - - permitting - -. 
In the claim 6, line 1, the phrase "claim 1" has been changed to - - claim 5 - -. 
In the claim 7, lines 1-2, the phrase "claim 1 or 2" has been changed to - - claim5 - -.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

None of the prior art of the record either singularly or in combination teaches or 
fairly suggests a "waterproof transceiver comprising: a PTT switch (3) formed to 
have a relatively large size for ensuring depression of said switch while wearing 
working gloves; a sound input/output portion (2) for inputting and outputting a 
sound including a bone conduction type speaker and a bone conduction type 
microphone each completely enclosed in a case: and a main body portion (4) for 
transmission and reception of a radio signal: wherein said PTT switch (3) and said 
sound input/output portion (2) are formed into independent units for said main 
body portion (4): means for transmitting and receiving a signal between said PTT 
switch (3) and said main body portion (4) as well as said sound input/output 
portion (2) and said main body portion (4) is provided; and said PTT switch (3) and 
said main body portion (4) as well as said sound input/output portion (2) and said 
main body portion (4) are connected by waterproof cables (5) having lengths 
permitting a user to fit each component to any position on his/her body. " as 
disclosed in claim 5. 

Cited reference Koji (Koji, Japanese Patent Publication No. 08-056174) 
teaches a transmitter-receiver having voice activated function with a microphone, 
speaker, and PTT switch. However, the reference does not expressly teach that 
"while wearing working gloves; a sound input/output portion (2) for inputting and 
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outputtina a sound including a bone conduction type speaker and a bone 
conduction type microphone each completely enclosed in a case: and a main 
body portion (4) for transmission and reception of a radio signal: wherein said PTT 
switch (3) and said sound input/output portion (2) are formed into independent 
units for said main body portion (4): means for transmitting and receiving a signal 
between said PTT switch (3) and said main body portion (4) as well as said sound 
input/output portion (2) and said main body portion (4) is provided; and said PTT 
switch (3) and said main body portion (4) as well as said sound input/output 
portion (2) and said main body portion (4) are connected bv waterproof cables (5) 
having lengths permitting a user to fit each component to anv position on his/her 
body ". 

For these reasons, independent claim 5 is allowed. Claims 6-7 which depend 
from independent claim 5 are allowed under the same reasons set forth in claim 5.
